THE FISHERIES COMMISSION. 

Newspapers receivod by yeatorilay's 
mail make clear a point connected xvitli 
the Fisheries CommisBion that the tele- 
graph sadly muddled.

the strictest construction of the treaty, 
and that as (according' to'tUe U. S. argu- 
ment) the privileges of obtaining bnit, 
ice and provisions, and of transhipping 
fish, were not specilicaUy granted by the 
Treaty, the Commission could not take 
them into consideration in fixing the com- 
pensation to be paid by the United States 
for the privileges accorded by the Treaty. 
The Toronto Globe saya "this *deoision 
narrows the question before the Oommia- 
sion, and no doubt -will largely diminish 
the prospect of obtaining a just compen- 
sation for the privileges now enjoyed by 
the Americans, In one respect, however, 
the decision is favorable to Canada. It 
establishes tlio fact that the Americans 
only possess the right to catch fish within 
the threo-milo limit. The other privi- 
leges they are roceiving through the favor 
of the (Jana.lian people, and the Ciinadum 
Parliament may by an Act at its next kos- 
sion debar American vessels from pur- 
ohasin'g bait, ice, or pr.ovisions, and from 
transhipping fish at Canadian porta— if , 
indeed, existing laws do not already debar 
them. Stripped of those privileges, tbo 
right of the Americans would bo reduced 
to small dimensions. Theu- own eou- 
structiou of the treaty places it iu the 
power of Canada tc^praptioally defeat the 
treaty's apparent mtentidn for the re- 
mainder of the period, as without the 
privileges mentioned the rip;ht to oateh 
lish is of little value. The Americans, of 
oourso, have not lost sight of this. Their 
shrewd agents at the Commission fully 
realize the effect of the decision they Lavo 
procured. They do not believe, liowe ver , 
that Canada will-take the extreme step 
that they admit is within her power. 
Their idea is that the purchasing of sup- 
plies and the handling of the lash are 
sources of profit to the Canadian people 
near the fishing grounds, and that those 
who are interested in the trade will be 
able to bring sullioient influence to boar 
upon Parliament to prevent the passngo 
of any A';t interfering with the business. 
There is some ground for this view, but 
probably not as much as the Americans 
think. A few years ago, when the fish- 
ery question was troubling the country, 
and the Canadian Government sent out a 
fleet of vessels to protect the grouuds. a 
great many people thought that pending 
the settlement of the dilliculty, it would 
not be wise to enforce the extreme con- 
straction of the lar/s then existing, but 
''zather to aUow this Americans to parohaso 
bait, &o. This, however, was a mere 
temijorary feeling, arising from a hope 
that a lleciprocity Treaty would bo made. 
Comparatively few people — and these 
directly interested in trading with the 
American vessels — will probably still bo 
anxious to have the present arrangement 
continued. Bat the mms of the people, 
when they understand that the American 
Government counts on this feeling as a 
means of obtaining privileges that do not 
belong to them, will justify the Govern- 
ment in enforcing tbs rale that the Ame- 
ricanS'liaTarno'w laiA down."
